Though the exchange motion 
occupied most ot the meeting 
other legislation was enacted. 
Changes were made in the consti- 
tution and an Anarchist Club 
proposal endorsing the "Arts 
Building Entrance ruling" waiS 
rejected. 

Constitutional changes made, tor 
the most part brought the Constitu- 
tion in line with current society 
practice. Old wording which con- 
flicted with the' newly formed 
Faculty of Divinity, was eliminated 
and necessary adjustments were 
made. Henceforth,: also, thb vice- 
president of the Students' Society 
will be elected before the tiftecnth 
of February, thus conforming to 
present practice. 

In future, as ,a result of an 
amendment. Chairmen of the Stu- 
dents Athletic Council will be re- 
quired. to have held posts on either 
the Intercollegiate Athletics Coun- 
cil or the Intra-mural Athletics 
and Recreational Council. 
In pe dying' minutes of the meet- 
ng la motion by the'. Anarchist 
Clua was prcscnt^d endorsing the 
university's action in separating 
maje and female students at the 
main entrance of. the Arts, building. 
De.<nite ah eloquent plea . In defence 
of "male superiority as exempliffed 
by the laws of our province,", by. 
club president Pcrry.i 
resolution was rejected^
